CITIES IN A HOT FIGHT. 


THE MATTER OF LOCATING THE DEM- 
OCRATIC CONVENTION, 


Cincinnati, St. Louis, and San Francisco 
Seeking to Beat Chicago Out of the 
Big Gathering, but No New York Dele- 
gation in the Field Thus Far—The St. 
Louis Crowd in High Feather and Pre- 
pared to Do Hard Work—Gossip on the 
Outlook. 


WasHINGTon D. C., Feb. 20.— [Special.] — 
The fight over the location of the National 
Democratic Convention is hot. Cincinnati 
has opened quarters at the Riggs House and 
its delegation is composed of active workers. 
Frank Hurd of Toledo threw some of the 
Ohio Democrats into convulsions today by 
the declaration that the coming Ohio con- 
vention would indorse President Cleveland, 
demand free wool, and send him (Hurd) as 
one of the delegates at large to the National 
assemblage. Hurd said, moreover, some of 
the Ohio Democrats who were fighting the 
President would between now and June and 
July be busy keeping out of the Criminal 
Court of Franklin County, Ohio. These 
avowals of belief or predictions are quite 
sufficient to give Gum- shoes Converse a 
bad attack of heartburn. The Cincinnati 
boomlet is tame and will scarcely bear fruit. 

New York has not put in a formal : appear- 
ance. The National Committee must fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Hubert O. 
Thompson. There are quite a number of 
candidates, notably Chairman Edward Mur- 
phy of the Democratic State Committee, ex- 
Mayor Edward Copp, Senator M. C. Murphy, 
Aqueduct Commissioner Chmstopher C. Bald- 
win, of the County Democracy; Gen. B. F. 
Spinola, Congressman W. Bourke Cockran, 
Fire Commissioner Richard Croker, and Jo- 
seph J. O’Donohue of Tammany Hall. Mayor 
Hewitt could be elected, but, it is understood, 
positively declines the honor. Maybe New 
York will enter the contest after all, but the 
time is getting short. The President will 
leave for Fiorida tomorrow, and, it is inti- 
mated, does not care to be in Washington 
during the meeting of the committee. He 
probably does not desire to become compli- 
cated in any way and wishes to escape any 
unpleasant or adverse criticism. 

y the way, the anti-Cleveland people are 
hig delighted over the ce in 
Charleston, S. C., of an eight-page daily 
newspaper, bearing at the top of its editorial 
columns the words: 

For President—David B. Hill of New York. 

Subject to the decision of the National Demo- 
cratic Convention. : 

Assistant-Secretary of the Treasury 
Thompson rushed over to the White House 
today and displayed a sample of the paper.

St. Louis is in high feather. Its delegation 
is made up of „Practical result-seekers 
such as Col. Griff Prather, Postmaster Hyde, 
and Joe Rickey.

The telegraphic facilities are said 
to be inadequate to the occasion, and all copy 
for the Eastern States must of necessity bs 
filed by 5 or 60’clock in the afternoon. The 
reaction against San Francisco is beginning 
to manifest itself tonight and will more 
apparent tomorrow. St. Louis has got her- 
self into deep water, and unless she deliver 
the goods to San Francisco may prepare for 
retaliation in favor of another city. 

The Chicago delegation received acces- 
sions tonight in the ene of W. C. Seipp, 
W. D. Kerfoot, and Potter Palmer. The re- 
cruits were gladly welcomed, and the dele-

y is rather more ornamental than useful, 
and in the way of practical workers sadly 
inferior to that of four years To this 
day the old-timers at Willard’s refer to 
McDonald and others who dispensed the 
liquid hospitalities in the Chicago headquar- 
ters.

Pleased with the Stiles Lecture,

He was 
followed by the Rev. Dr. Kerr and H. H. 
Waldo, who took issue with the General 
from Chi and criticised his remarks 
quite severely. Mr.. Stiles, it is said, ac- 
knowledged he had come to this city. with an 
old bundle of straw to pound, but next time 
would do better. The Gazette tonight edi- 
torially says: Judge Taney declared in the 
famous Dred Scott decision that ‘negroes 
had no rights which white men were bound 
to respect.’ Evidently Gen. Stiles of Chicago 
entertains the same opinion in regard to 
audiences who are so unfortunate as to as- 
semble at a public hall expecting to hear him 
lecture on the subject he adverused, Invited 
to Rockford by a club closely connected with 
a church organization foundedon ‘Christian 
union,’ he took occasion to do what he could 
to poison the minds of his hearers against 
the Bible, and by muendo to assall the entire 
fabric of the Christian religion The poor 
old man heid up his manuscript and read off 
a dreary  recapituiation of the story 
in the Bible from the creation to 
the time of Esan and Jacob, and 
the lattér’s family, interspersed with sar- 
casm at ‘this God’ and ‘tina Book.’

The Document Laid Before the Senate, 
Accompanied by a Stump Speech from 
the White House—Objection Made to 
Its Publication, but the Fact Disclosed 
that by It the United States Yields Ev- 
erything and Gets Nothing—Some of the 
Senators Greatly Astonished.

As to the treaty itself, it can be said with 
absolute certainty that it is not the tremen- 
dous victory which Secretary Bayard and 
the Administration claim.

The thing 
most apparent was that its prompt ratifica- 
tion was not looked for wy the Administra- 
tion because there is a clause which gives 
two years for this to be done. The protocols 
and whereases are numerous, and the last 
article is said to be No. 16. Last week’s re- 
ports were correct in many points, but they 
did not give the full meaning of some of the 
concessions by the United States. The treaty, 
as it actually exists, is chiefly a definitive 
one. It has too much to say about the treaty 
of 1818, and the inference from it would be 
that all the commercial and other rights of 
the United States rest solely on that treaty 
regardless of the new principles of interna- 
tional comity that have grown up and been 
recognized in the last sixty years. ‘The feat- 
ure which will meet with the sharpest oppo- 
sition is the tonnage tax and the license re- 
quired of American vessels. These are en- 
tirely distinct. The tonnage tax is $1.50, 
which, it is said, is practically ro- 
hibitory of small fishing sloops going into 
Canadian waters. A series of minute 
tions are made for the course of procedure 
when vessels are charged with violating the 
provisions of the treaty or abusing the priv- 
rded them under it. No provision 
is made for compensating the New England 
fishermen whose vessels have been wrong- 
fully seized by the Canadians during the last 
three years. The definition of the three- 
mile limit and the agrcement on the modern 
interpretation of the headlands theory are 
about what has already been stated. The

A Senator who has 
strongly predisposed to iook with favor on 
the work of the negotiators said after hear- 
ing the — read he could not under- 
stand how Messrs. Putnam and Angell could 
have signed it. This was merely his im- 
pression at first reading, but he was puzzlea 
to know why so much was conceded to Cana- 
da to establish original mghts of the United 
States. This illustrates tne first impressions 
of a majority of the Senate. 

The President’s message also added to this 
idea. Even for Mr. Cleveland, it contained 
a good many platitudes. The message talked 
about “the — dimculty.“ the 
happy settlement.“ etc. It was an argument 
for the adoption of the treaty and was clear- 
ly intended for what in England would be 
called a stump speech from the throne.”

But the significant thing of the whole 
business is the admission that the Admunis- 
tration does not think it has framed a treaty 
which is sufficiently advantageous to com- 
mand its prompt ratification by the Senate.

HOW HE DECLARED HIMSELF. 


He Gave It Out that He Wasa “Bad” 
Man—His Two levolvers. 

A few days before the murder an empty 
pocketbook was found near the pool table at 
the south west end of the Garden City Bilhard 
Hall. That afternoon Tascott, who had been 
sitting near the pool table watching a game, 
asked one of the players, a young man with 
whom he had a casual acquaintance, for the 
loan of his overcoat, saying he wanted to 
make a call and didn’t want to wear his own, 
which was not of much account, While mak- 
ing the visit. Well,“ said the young man, 
“I like your nerve. Why should T let you 
have my overcoat, when 1 only know you 
from having played a few games 
of pool with you?’ Then, remembering 
the ketbook and that Tascott had done a 
number of petty things in pool games and in 
making smali bets with onlookers, the young 
man said: “I don’t know anything about 

ou, and have no idea what your racket is. 

hat is it, anyway! Are you a pickpocket!” 

„O,“ replied Tascott, with a sneer, “I 
don’t know what I would pick a pocket for 
when [ can blow a safe or rob a house.“ 

This ended the conversation for the time 
being, but Tascott wanted the overcoat, and 
Waited until the young man quit plaving and 
then made another effort. ‘He invited the 
young man to have a cigar, and when 
they had waiked to the front end of the 
room, stepped to the safe, took out a box of 
cigars, selected a couple, handed one to the 
young man, and then replaced the box in the 
safe. Then they stepped to one side, and, 
as they did so, Tuscott pulled out 
two silver-mounted Smith & Wesson revol- 
vers, one with a pearl handle and the other 
with a black handle, which the young man 
took for gutta-percha. “That's the kind of 
a man lam.“ said Tascott, with the air of a 
real bad! individual, as he flashed the re- 
volvers. He never had much of a chance to 
get the overcoat, and after displaying the 
revolvers he “got the shake.“ The young 
man to whom he showed the guns tooked 
him over carefully and studied his 
every feature closely for a few minutes 
before leaving him and he says the 
police descrivtion is not quite accurate. He 
had a little, thin mustache,“ said he; just a 
few hairs, not more than you will see on 
most men’s eyebrows, and if hé would shave 
that off he would look like a young boy.“ 

Theodore Kantzler of the Garden City Bill- 
iard Room said Tascott obtained permission 
to keep his cigars in the safe, the outside 
doors of which were open at all times of tne 
day, until one of the bartenders got a tip that 
Tascott was a crook. Kantzler thinks that 
Tascott’s object in buying the cigars and get- 
ting vermission to keep them in the safe was 
solely to get points ou the safe and try to 
break into it the first opportunity. 


CLEVER NEW YORK POLICE, 


Confident that Tascott Is Not the Real Mur- 
* derer. 

New York, Feb. 20.—[ Special. The police 
of this city do not believe that Tascott, the 
supposed murderer of the Chicago millionaire, 
Snell, is in this city. What is more, they ex- 
press grave doubts that he is the murderer. 
They think that his petty burglaries and the 
fact that he made a confidant of a 
comparative stranger after his crime pre- 


clude the possibility of his having committed 
the murder. The police believe that while 
the Chicago authorities are searching for 
Tascott the real murderer has made good 
his escape. None of the police authorities 
of this city have anything but a written 
description of Tascott.. They have no photo- 
graph ofhim. While Inspector Byrnes de- 
ciines to discuss the possible theories he may 
have of the Snell murder, other policemen of 
high rank do not hesitate to do so among them- 
selves. The general impression seems to be 
that Tascott has been used as a catspaw by 
the real criminal. All that has thus far been 
published about his life shows, they deciare, 
that he committed burglaries merely because 
he was a monomaniac on the subject of 
theft, but he at no time showea suf- 
cient hardihood to kill anyone. Tascott is 
thought by the New York police to know 
who the murderer is, and by his flight is en- 
deavoring to attract attention to himself and 
so shield the real culprit. All that the Chi- 
cago police have thus far informed the news- 
papers about Tascott’s habits, the police 
of this city say, would indicate that they 
are after the wrong man. There is also 
some a shown to censure the Chi- 
cago authorities for having made public ail 
that they know about thecrime.

MITTEE PROPOSE, 
— 

Lumber, Salt, and a Number of 
Chemicals on the Free List, a 20 Per 
Cent Cut on Sugar, and Abolition of the 
Tobacco Tax—The Illinois Dairymen 
Want Free Salt—Public-Printer Bene- 
dict Assauited—Mr. Mason’s Buncombe 
Resolution— Other Washington Gossip. 

Wasutnotox, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 

The Tariff bill will be reported to the full 
Committee on Ways and Means next Friday. 
It is practically finished now, though a meet- 
ing of the Democrats who have been fram- 
ing it will be held tomorrow night to put on 
the finishing totiches. The bill in its com- 
pleted form will not differ materially from 
the outline given in THE CuicaGo TRIBUNE 
two weeks ago. Wool, lumber, and salt will 
be added to the free list and so will a large 
number of chemicals. Coal and iron ore will 
not be made free on account of the Pennsyl- 
vunia and West Virginia opposition. 
also hinted that coal is not added to the free 
list because the New-Englanders persist in 
standing out against tariff reform. If 
coal should be admitted dutyfree the 
New England people could get that ↄommod- 
ity near at hand and much cheaper than now. 
It is not to be made free as a punishment 
for their opposition to general tariff reduc- 
tion. The rate of duty on steel rails is to be 
reduced from $17 to $12 a ton, and on pig-iron 
from $7 to $5.20. Reductioxs on other metal 
schedules will be in about the same propor- 
tion. The speciflo duty on woolen manu- 
factured goods is to be taken off to make up 
for putting wool on the free list, and the ad 
valorem duty will be reduced about 20 per 
cent on high grades of cloth, and more on 
the cheaper grades of woolen manufacture. 
Sugar gets a cut of 22 per cent, and the re- 
ductions of the tariff on cotton goods will 
take all told $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 from the 
revenues. The abolition of internal tax on 
all forms of tobacco, except cigars and cigar- 
ets, and the concessions to the moonshiners 
by taking the tax from fruit distillation will 
reduce the revenues from that source about 
$25,000,000 to 27,000, 000. All told, the reduc- 
tions provided for in the bill amount to about 
$75,000,000 or $80,000,000. 


Ata late hour tonight the condition of W. 
W. Corcoran, Washington’s millionaire phi- 
lanthropist, was unehanged. He was in 
about the same condition as during the day, 
and no serious results during the night were 
expected. The present illness results from a 
cold taken several weeks ago. His physician 
says that it is a form of senile bronchitis 
which frequently attacks persons of ad- 
vanced age. He is able at times to clear his 
throat, but should he grow weaker this would 
no longer be possible. Yesterday he 
took no nourishment.

and cheese, A salt trust has been proposed 
by the American manufacturers for further 
1 this burden, and it would seem 
that the in 
sumers of salt—a necessity as much to the 
laborer as to the millionaire—shouild prevail 
as against the interest of a few score of man- 
ufacturers having, according to the last 
census, but 4,000 employés. A rebate is now 
given to fishermen and meat-packers on all 
goods exported that have been salted with 
foreign salt. This is a discrimination in their 
favor. We ask for no discrimination for our 
benefit, but respectfully petition your hon- 
orable body to remove forthwith the unneces- 
sary tariff on salt which is nowa burden 
upon the dairy interest, and by such removal 
to encourage the use of the best material and 
the production of the best dairy goods.

Of course no one se- 
riously believes that such legislation would 
be passed by Congress or would be sustained 
by the courts if passed. Mr. Mason himself 
seems to admit that. No one would have 
been surprised if some one like John J. 
O'Neill or Frank Lawler had introduced such 
a resolution, but there is some surprise that 
Mr. Mason should father it.

GEN, SHERIDAN’S BIRTHPLACE. 


Conflicting Statements as to Where Little 
Phil“ First Saw Light. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 20.—/[Special.}]— 
Andrew McCabe, who was referred to by 
John Cudahy of Chicago as having satisfied 
him that Gen. Sheridan was born in Ireland, 
was seen at his home this evening. Mr. Mc- 
Cabe is a brother of L. S. McCabe, who has 
been drawn into the controversy over Gen. 
Sheridan’s birthplace. He holds a respon- 
sible position with Plankinton & Co. 

I have no desire to be drawn into the 
controversy,’ said Mr. McCabe. In fact, 
my brother and myself feel keenly that 
any such question has got into the press, al- 
though neither of us ever hesitated in suy- 
ing that Gen. Sheridan was born in Ireland 
when asked about it by a friend. How- 
ever, since the present controversy 
has begun I have written Gen. Sheri- 
dan explaining the accidental publicity 
given to the matter, and assuring him that it 
was through no animosity on our part. It could 
not be, as we have always maintained the 
most friendly feeling for the Generai and 
the rest of the family, and it is certainly a 
painful matter to us both since so many 
contradictory statements have been made. 
My brother’s statement about the Gen- 
eral having been born in Ireland I am 
satistied is absolutely true. While person- 
ally I have no recollection of his having lived 
in Ireland, as I was too young at the time of 
the Sheridans’ emigration, yet from hearing 
the frequent recitais by the older members 
of our family in connection with their leav- 
ing, the names of the children, the fact of 
the embrvo General’s existence as of the 
family when they left Ireland became firm- 
ly fixed in my mind. There were three chil- 

ren in the family, and Phil was the second 
oldest.“ 

How do you account for his mother’s 
statement that he was born in Ohio!“ 

“ji feel bad for the old lady, but I think 
she was obliged to make it to substantiate 
her son’s statement to gain his admission to 
West Point.“ 

Mr. McCabe said it had ought to be little 
trouble to find the record of Gen. Sheridan’s 
birth in Ireland, and if it became necessary 
he thonght that people much older than him- 
self couid be found who would make affidavit 
to the General having been born there. 

WaTERTOWN, Wis., Feb. 20.—[Special.]— 
Thomas McCabe of this city, stonecutter and 
marbie-dealer, is a cousin of Gen. Philip 
Sheridan. McCabe’s mother and the Gen- 
eral’s father are sister and brother. Mr. 
McCabe's recollection is that Gen. Sheridan 
was born in Somerset, O., although not being 
positive on this point. He says the claim of 
the General that Albany „ V., is his 
birthplace may be correct, but as to Sheri- 
dan having been born in Ireland, he knows 
there is no evidence whatever to base such a 
report upon. Mr. McCabe says that Sheri- 
dan’s oldest brother, Patrick, whom he often 
met, was born in Ireland, but all the other: 
children are natives of the United States. 

The Sheridan family emigrated from Coun- 
ty Cavan, Ireland, on the border of Meath, 
in 1829, eleven years before the McCabe fam- 
ily came to this country. The families have 
rot mingled much together on account of the 
long distance separating them, but as to the 
American nativity of Gen. Sheridan Mr. 
McCabe says there can be no question. Mr. 
McCabe and Gen. Sheridan met in Milwaukee 
a few years ago and pleasantly recalled old 
family reminiscences.

THE METROPOLIS OF THE EAST BEING 
OVERSHADOWED BY CHICAGO, 


New York Merchants Openly Acknowledge 
that Their City Is Losing Ground Be- 
fore the Advance of Its Western Rival 
—Railroad Discrimination Held as the 
Cause—Josef Hofmann’s Retirement 
from Public Performances—His Health 
Breaking Down. | 

New York, Feb. 20.—[Special.}|—The Prod- 
uce Exchange has lost faith in the trunk 
line railroad Presidents. Such was the tes- 
timony of a meeting held in the call-room 
amphitheatre today, anda noble meeting it 
was, not only because it was the largest ever 
held by the exchange, but the most earnest. 
Five hundred strong faces reflected the indig- 
nation of the speakers, who told of the dis- 
criminations that have disastrously reduced 
New York’s business importance, and 500 
voices were as one in voting money to prose- 
cute the offending companies. The discrim- 
ination was in these rates: Chicago to Liv- 
erpool, 30 cents per 100; Chicago to New 
York, 33 cents per 100. 

The history of the trouble was recited in 
the report of the Committee on Through 
Freight Discrimination that was appointed 
last September. J. H. Herrick was Chair- 
man of the committee. The report told how 
the committee had called upon the trunk 
line Presidents and had received profuse 

romises; how they appealed to the 

nter-State Commerce Commission and 

received a copy of the rules of procedure; 
and, finally, how they made application to 
the Central Traffic Association and were re- 
warded with courteous treatment. The Com- 
missioners, admitting the power of the com- 
mission to investigate, have declared that 
they deemed it best that their 
action should be by a 
formal complaint. The committee there- 
fore recommends that the Board of Managers 
appropriate a sum not exceeding $5,000 for 
the purpose of employing counsel to bring a 
formal complaint before the Commissioners, 
and that a public meeting be called that tne 
members of the exchange, the citizens of the 
City and State of New York in general, and 
the public press may be aroused to the danger 
to every commercial interest of the sea 
board which the continuation of this evil is 
sure to entail. The appropriation was for- 
mally voted. Commenting on the report, 
one of the committee said: “Weare doing 
far less business than of old in New York, 
and it is because th3 railroads are discrim- 
inating against us.“

business with New York now, for Liverpool 
is nearer Chicago. The Liverpool rate on 
grain is 23 cents; the New York rate 27% 
cents. How long will your trunk lines con- 
tinue the suicidal! policy?”

Josef Hofmann last Thursday at the request 
of Casimir Hofmann, says the boy is suffer- 
ing from a bladder trouble caused by the 
nervous condition of his system.

Sayre, 
Flint, Baruch, and McLean Hamilton. Mr. 
Abbey was present. Marcus M. Mayer hinted 
that *“‘ boodle”’ had been used to bring about 
the father’s decision. Hofmann had received 
over $20,000 for his concerts. Dr. Sayre 
agrees with Dr. Baruch that the boy “is not

ACTIVITY IN THE BUCKEYE STATE. 


All the Delegates to the National Conven- 
tion Will Be Selected at Dayton. 

Cotumsus, O., Feb. 20.—[Svecial.]— The 
official call for the Ohio State Republican 
Convention to be held at Dayton April 18 and 
19 will appear tomorrow. Under the apportion- 
ment agreed upon the body will consist of 713 
deiegates. Delegates to the National Repub- 
lean Convention in June will be selected by 
the various districts at the State Convention 
instead of at preliminary district conventions 
held previousiy as has heretofore been the 
custom.

CARING FOR THE UNFORTUNATE. 


Efforts of Physicians and Outsiders to Pro- 
vide for the Dead and Dying. 

Mount VERNON, III., Feb. 20.—Steps are 
now being taken to give a public funeral to- 
morrow to all who have not yet been buried 
or taken away. As soon as the injured were 
removed from the ruins they were conveyed 
to their homes or to the Supreme Court 
room, which was quickly fitted up as a hos- 
pital. All the physicians of the town were 
soon in active service, and by 10 o’clock they 
were reinforced by many from neighboring 
towns, who have devoted themselves 
assiduously to the duty before them. 
Mr. Watson of the local force 
and Dr. Owen of Evansville, Ind., acted 
as heads of the surgical department. 
They learn from their efficient corps that 
the patients are generally doing well, though 
there are eight or ten who cannot recover. 
The cases of neglect through oversight has 
been rare, ana all such are due to the care- 
lesness of friends not calling for assistance 
at headquarters. 

Three of the Jones children (colored) were 
cared for as soon as taken from the ruins, 
but the paysicians in charge left them for a 
few minutes and on returning found that 
they had been carried away. They were laid 
out in the commons on mattresses and well 
covered with comforters, and this afternoon 
were discovered as they were left. They did 


not complain of exposure and as the covering | 


was warm and the day Ri no harm 
resulted. Examination of their wounds 
found them to be desperately injured, and on 
two of them amputation of alimb was found 
to be necessary. The other was hurt about 
the hip and had received internal injuries. 
As soon as the extent of the disaster was re- 
alized at distant points floods of letters and 
telegrams were received asking about 
friends. Among these messages also were 
offers of assistance, and before night dona- 
tions exceeding $1,200 in cash had u tele- 
1 1 and promises for much more. 

The Supreme Court House has been turned 
into a hospitaland the wounded are con- 
stantly being carried there for treatment. It 
presents a scene of busy though solemn ac- 
tivity. Doctors from neighboring towns 
have responded nobly, and many nave been 
here assisting our local physicians. Their 
help has been of great value. Evansville, 
Centralia, and Nashville responded to the 
call for help .in subduing the fiames 
and the fire is all out now, thanks to their 
efforts. The Knights of Pythias Lodge met 
this morning and donated $100 for the suffer- 
ers, and the Odd-Fellows have given 8150 
and are going to provide for their members 
out of the lodge funds. The Odd-Fellows 
give the use of tneir hall to all lodges free of 
charge.

J. W. Wallace, agent of the Southern Ex- 
press Company, at Shelbyville, Tenn., also 
saw the storm from a train window and de- 
scribes it thus: I beheld a fearful black 
cloud coming from the northwest. It was in 
the shape of a large inverted cone, and it 
could be plainly seen to be revolving around 
an imaginary axis and at the same 
time to be bouncing up and down through 
the air with wonderful and frightful speed. 
It grew denser, and the blackness assumed a 
fierceness that was appalling. The wind in 
our immediate vicinity was now blowing 
with an almost incredible velocity as the 
cloud was approaching, causing the standing 
coaches to rock and sway on their trucks 
like a cradle. Men and women on the streets 
were blown to the ground. In a moment the 
whirling cloud arrived at the town, and it 
could be seen dirping down here and there 
and tearing off house-roofs, and then, rising 
higher into the air again like a swaying 
balloon, it would float —＋ with hghtning 
rapidity, but soon swoop down again upon 
the defenseless little town in another spot, 
razing houses and trees, licking the sides of 
buildings and tearing great holes in them 
and leaving devastation along every part of 
its course. As the cloud would dip down and 
rise again it would carry trees up into the air 
and throw them to the ground with 
mighty force hundreds of yards 
away. Parts of houses, roofs, 
trees, boards, bricks, with all kinds 
of débris, were flying through the air at a 
fearful rate, and left piled in incongruous 
heaps along the track of the cloud. The pas- 
sengers on our train were frightened, and a 
veritable panic ensued. The cioud dipped 
down on the north side of the train and de- 
molished a house, but just before it arrived 
at our position it rose and passed over us 
with magicai swiftness and dropped down on 
the earth to the south of the train, where it 
completely destroyed another building and 
passed on to the town in its work ot destruc- 
tion. Thus you can see that our train had a 
miracuious escape.

Mount VERNON, III., Feb. 20.—The follow- 
ing circular was issued this morning and is 
now being sent through the mails: 

To the Mayor and Citizens; The City of Mount 
Vernon, III., was visited by a terrible cyclone 
yesterday afternoon which carried death and 
destruction in its path. About thirty people 
were killed outright and scores of men, women, 
and children are maimed, wounded, and bleed- 
ing, and about 1,000 people are made homeless 
by the disaster. Some 300 houses are 
swept almost from the face of the 
earth, among which are the county 
court-house, public school buildings, Metho- 
dist and Baptist churches, Supreme Court house, 
and the roundhouse of the uisville & Nash- 
ville Road. Many of the leading business-houses 
are alsoa total wreck, their contents being 
buried beneath the débris. A raging fire which 
broke out also destroyed much of the property 
which might otherwise have been saved from the 
ruins. Weare sorely in distress, and are forced 
to call upon the charitable people of the country 
for money and such otner timely assistance as 
they may feel able to contribute. Money is 
needed more than provisions, as there are a few 
business-houses that may be able to supply the 
demand.

Hundreds of houses 
are laid flat. Passing east on Main street for 
four blocks there are only two houses 
left standing, and a more perfect 
picture of desolation cannot be im- 
agined. It is the same, almost throughout 
the entire track of the cyclone, though worse 
in these two places than any other. } 

The East End Schooi-House, a fine build- 
ing, is entirely lost, and the janitor, G. W. 
Persons, colored, is buried in the ruins. All 
attempts to find his body have failed. 

The damage is much greater than was at 
first supposed, and will reach from $1,000,000 
to $1,500,000. 

None of the buildings have insurance 
against storms and the enormous loss is total 
to the owners of the property. The heaviest 
losers are the hundred poor, who lost their 
all.

H. Hinman, fronting on Main street, fell al 
most flat to the earth, and although the fam- 
iiy was at home at the time none were in- 


jured. 

The public square is one of the saddest 
Pictures of desdlation ever presented to 
human eyes.

GEN. SHERIDAN’S WITHDRAWAL. 

With characteristic promptness and mili- 
tary decision Gen. Sheridan has peremptorily 
declined to have his name used in connection 
with the Presidential nomination. It is to 
the credit of the General’s modesty that, 
however much his boom may have developed: 
he himself has had nothing to do with its in- 
flation, and probably was more surprised than 
any one else when he found his name talked 
about and his antecedents investigated. In 
his own words, he has attached no importance 
to the talk and only considered it as the 
usual shooting around in the woods,“ which, 
by the way, has become lively since Mr. 
Blaine’s withdrawal. The fusill&de is so 
general, in fact, that any one may be hit, and 
for once in his life Little Phil” has retreat- 
ed and got safely out of range. 

In closing his interview Gen. Sheridan 
says: There is not the slightest probability 
of my being nominated, and in any event lI 
would not accept. No, not under any circum- 
stances. ido not want that or any otter 
civil office.”” Under these circumstances the 
boom, of course, will be abandoned, and any 
further quest as to the natal antecedents of 
the General will be neediess. It is a matter 
of little consequence now where he was 
born, except that he has been a credit to his 
birthplace, and if six or eight cities are 
claiming that nonor he has the consolation 
of knowing that Homer is in the same fix. 
Whether he was born in Ohio, Ireland, or 
Greenland is of little consequence. He is in 
the right place now, and he intends to stay 
there. He has no Presidential bees in his 
helmet, nor does he propose to have any, and 
in this decision he is eminently sensible. For 
nearly forty years he has beet a soldier, and 
he has no disposition at this period in his life 
to enter any race for a civil position. 

There is one emergency, however, aguinst 
which he will struggle in vain. If he is eli- 
gible for the Presidency, and if the Repub- 
lican party calls upon nim, he will have to 
obey, though he may not be a formal candi- 
date before the convention. In that respect 
he is like Mr. Blaine. Both have stepped one 
side and left. the field clear to any and all 
other candidates. They will not be compet- 
itors in the struggle for the nomination, but 
for ail that the emergency may arise in 
which one or the other of them may be 
called upon to take the banner and go to the 
head of the column. In that case there must 
be no such thing as refusal. While Gen. 
Sheridan therefore may decline the nomina- 
tion, he must not expect that the Republican 
party, which holds him in high admiration 
and esteem, will take him absolutely 
at his word any more than it will Mr. Blaine. 
If it shall determine that he is the man it 
wants it will call upon him. But whether it 
does or not, and whether he is eligible or 
not, it will make no difference with the high 
regard in which the party holds him—not alone 
as a brave soldier who has been of great 
service to his country and as the worthy 
successor of the Old Commander at tha head 
of the army, but as a man of positive opin- 
ions, progressive ideas, large experience in 
affairs, and unquestionable ability to say and 
do the right thing in the right place. He 
does not need the Presidency as a confirma- 
tion of the high esteem in which he is held 
by the large majority of the Northérn peo- 
ple, nor does the Presidency need him at the 
expense of the military establishment, of 


which he is the competent head, so far as the | 


army itself 1s concerned. But it the Repub- 
lican party needs him it will manifest its de- 
sire at the proper time in a manner that will 
not warrant refusal. Meanwhile Gen. Sheri- 
dan has taken exactly the view of the situa- 
tion that might have been expected from a 
man of his good sense. 


‘LESSON OF THE MICHIGAN SPECIAL ELEC- 


TION. 

The vote cast in the iron ore and copper 
country of Michigan—the Eleventh District 
—a few days ago to fill the vacancy caused 
by the death of Mr. Moffatt (Rep.) is sig- 
nificant and must have given the ultra-pro- 
tectiorists a severe shock. Moffatt was elect- 
ed in 1886 by a majority of 2,243 over Powers 
(Dem.), who ran as a fusion candidate and 
received the labor vote of the district. The 
district was regarded as reliably Republican 
by two or three thousand majority, and 
much more if the Democrats would join 
issue on the protection question, the 
district being considered completely under 
the control of its two “ protected’’ interests, 
copper and iron ore. The Republican con- 
vention nominated Mr. Seymour, who was 
rated as the strongest protectionist and most 
popular man in the party, and the Democrats 
put up one Breen, who indorsed Cleveland’s 
so-cailed ** free-trade’’ message. Breen was de- 
nounced over the district as a ‘“* Cobden Club 
free-trader,” and dark hints were thrown 
out that he was defraying his campaign ex- 
penses out of British free-trade gold. With 
that awful insinuation against him it was be- 
lieved that he would be buried out of sight 
under indignant high-protection ballots deep- 
er than 15 earth was hidden under its six 
feet of show, but, as the election turned out, 
he was not. On the contrary, he came so 
near being elected that it will require the 
official count to establish his defeat. It was 
the ultra-protectionist Seymour and the 
great Republican majority that were almost 
wiped out and not the alleged Free-Trader”’ 
Breen. It is offered as an excuse for so near- 


ly losing the district that in consequence of : 


the deep snow and cold weather the vote 
cast was light; but was the snow any deeper 
or the weather any colder for the alleged 
Cleveland free-traders than for the enthu- 
siastic, shouting high protectionists? 

The simple solution of the anti-protection 
revolution in the Lake Superior region of 
Michigan is that the workingmen there as 
elsewhere are losing faith in the efficacy of 
war duties as a protection to them. They 
have pretty generally arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the enormous protection tax on the 
consumers of copper only benefits the stock- 
holders of the copper trust monopoly and not 
the miners, and that the duty levied on iron 
ore is of no advantage to them. They are 
of opinion that if copper and iron ore were 
placed.on the free-list as vart of a general 
revision of the war tariff their own wages 
would not be reduced a cent a day, while, on 
the other hand, nearly all the necessaries of 
life except food, which is cheap enough 
now, could be bought at much lower prices, 
and thereby their wages would have greater 
They see nothing in 
Cleveland's message to alarm them. It only 
advocates a moderate reduction of the high 
duties and the placing of raw materials on 
the free-list, because the revenue from the 
war tariff takes 100 millions a year too much 


“out of the pockets of the people. Such 


necessary revision and reduction are not 
“free trade” by any manner of means; but, 
in fact, are strictly in accordance with the 
solemn pledge given in the last National Re-.

workmen that under the shelter of high 
duties the Calumet & Hecla copper miners 
have already paid 30 millions of dividends to 
their ultra protection Boston stockholders 
while the miners have received nothing for 
their hard toil beyond what was deemed 
enough to support existence. Their wages 
were screwed down to the lowest notch; there 
was no protection for them. Last year the 
copper taken out of the Tamarack mine cost 
laid down in New York 5.4 cents per pound, 
and the same copper was sold for 12.88 cents. 
Who got this protection Not the work- 
man who extracted the red metal from the 
bowels of the earth. The cost of production 
and the price received were about the same 
in the Calumet & Hecla, and that company 
has bound, or is about to bind, itself to the 
French ring on terms that will enable it to 
squeeze out of the American consumers the 
present extortionate price of 16 cents per 
pound for years to come—a price which is 
fully equal to three times the expense of pro- 
ducing the metal. 
The workingmen were not shown by Sey- 


mour or his ultra high-tariff backers what 


interest they had in protection that worked 
that way—that never said turkey to them 
once—and therefore they bolted their party 
and voted for the Cleveland free-trader“ 
for Congress. That is the whole story in a 
nutshell. 

Michigan is said to be dominated by anti- 
tariff reform sentiment. It is alleged that 
high protectionism is rampant in the Penin- 
sular State. But how happens it that in the 
election eighteen months ago the low-tariff 
Democrats elected five low-tariff Democrats 
to Congress to six high-tariff Republicans, 
and have now almost carried a strong Re- 
publican district for a Cleveland free-trader 
against an anti-reform Republican? 

We have tried to impress on [Illinois and 
other Western Republican members of Con- 
gress that a defense of unnecessary war 
dutiesin time of peace is the weakest possible 
position for them to occupy before the people 
when they are canvassing for reélection. It 
will uire altogether too much ex- 
planatien to satisfy their constituents 
of its wisdom and to show where- 
in their interests are promoted by ex- 


torting 100 millions a year too much rev- 


enue from the pockets of the farmers and 
otner toilers in order that special classes like 
the copper-monopoly trusts may be enabled 
to filch 500 millions a year in the shape of 
bounties from the people. No Representative 
who upholds this rapacious system of extor- 
tion will make a popular or winning record. 
The Western members who play into the 
hands of the trust monopolies, who are using 
and abusing the excessive protection which 
the war tariff affords, will wake up the morn- 
ing alter election wiser and sadder men than 
they now seem to be while engaged in de- 
fending the interests of blood-sucking syndi- 
cates. 


A NEW DEPARTURE IN THE SOUTH. 

Mr. Evans Jones, President of the Texas 
Farmers’ Alliance, an organization said to be 
200,000 strong, talks hopefully about the begin- 
ning of new political and economic life in the 
Bourbon-cursed Lone-Star State. Mr. Jones 
is now visiting in Iowa, and in a recent con- 
versation with a reporter for the Des Moines 
tegister he insisted that Texas is experiencing 
“an industrial awakening,” owing principal- 
ly to the fact that a large influx of young 
voters and of newcomers trom the North 
has roused the people and caused them to 
lose interest in the political dogmas of the 
past and busy themselves with measures to 
promote the agricuitural, manufacturing, 
and commercial development of the South. 
According to Mr. Jones the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance in the South is as exclusively devoted 
to industrial and economic matters as was 
the Grangers’ organization in this section 
fifteen years ago. Mr. Jones, who confesses 
himself formerly a straightout Bourbon 
Democrat, now says: 

For a quarter of a century the ple of Texas, 
together with the people of the South, have rev- 
erenced a dead past, have kept up its issues, and 
subordinated, heroically it may be ana in the 
spirit of self-sacrifice, every other consideration 
in politics. While we have worshiped at the 
shrines of dead hopes and buried ambitions we 
have been making to progress, Whenever a 
cessation in this worship seemed near politicians 
have waved the bloody shirt, and those who were 
about to forsake the old order of things have 
again and again rallied. But the ory has lost 
much of its charm and effectiveness. it can no 
longer blind men to the fact that the present has 
I believe I reflect 
the sentiment of the 200,000 members of our 
order when I say we are willing that the war 
questions be laid aside, its issues accepted as 
final, and that we now busy ourselves with the 


agricultural, manufacturing, and commercial de- 
velopment of our State. 


Mr. Jones does not outkne his program, but 
speaks of protection to labor” as one of 
the issues for which the New South is nearly 
prepared. He does not allude to tariff taxa- 
tion as embodying the sort of “ protection” 
desired, and it can hardly be that he would 
retain an incubus which has weighed heavily 
on the South as well as the West, while 
these sections have turned the balance of 
trade and enriched the Nation only to see 
the gain absorbed and devoured by the 
tariff-protected manufacturing monopolists 
of the East. Like the West the South mar- 
kets its surplus products in Europe, but has 
been made to stand and deliver nearly all its 
gains in paying artificially high prices for 
American-made Eastern goods. At the same 
time the burden of holding the balance of 
trade, averting gold drains, and keeping the 
finances of the country on an “even keel“ 
has depended on the cotton exports of the 
South and the food exports of the West—the 
two sections that have stood in the position 
of the ox muzzled while treading out the 
corn. 

In rousing themselves toa new stand in 
politics the people of the South should not 
make the mistake of changing an old South- 
ern idea for an out of date Northern issue 
and thus remain a quarter ofa century be- 
hind the times. Even in the North there is 
much looking backwards and considerable 
worship of exploded dogmas. A method of 
raising revenue adopted under the stress of 
necessity, and which was submitted to at 
the time only because it was inevitable, is 
thought to be sacred, because it was a “ war 
measure” and must not be touched, although 
it taxes the people exorbitantly and unneces- 
sarily and threatens a monetary stringency. 
The war-tariff mossbacks and high-protec- 
tion monopolists of the North are in their 
way as set in their bigotry and as devoted to 
an obsolete issue as any of the State-sover- 
eignty cranks of the South. A rattling of 
the dry bones is needed just now north as 
well as south of Mason and Dixon's line. 

The Farmers’ Alliances in the South can- 
not do better than follow the example of 
branches of the same organization in Illinois, 
Iowa, and Nebraska—call for reduced tariff 
taxation on all the necessaries of life. A 
tax-squeezing tariff adopted to wring revenue 
from the people to carry on a war ought not 
to be preserved in time of peace when the ex- 
action is wholly unnecessary and the system 
operates to hold the producing secuons in 
bondage to an Eastern plutocracy. A reduced 
cost of living is what the farmers want 
North and South—less tariff taxation and 
reduced bounties to trusts.“ Then ict the 
awakened members of the Southern pranch 
of the Farmers’ Alliance follow the course 
of their Northern brethren and “ protect 
labor ’—black as well as white—by making 
it secure in its rights and its earnings and 

holding out a reasonable incentive to effort. 
Politics of this sort will benem the South, 
‘and it may FF in 
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per Southern States will have strength 


enough to start the new departure on the 
line which the cesses is following in 
the North. — 


CANADIANS GETTING MAD. 

The Montreal Herald, under the caption of 
“Canada Lies a-Bleeding,” is beside itself 
with rage over the result of the recent 
fisheries negotiation, although it as yet has 
no official information concerning the treaty 
itself. It assumes that the unofficial state- 
meats are correct and that by the treaty 
Canada is compelled to surrender every ma- 
terial point she has hitherto urged in order 
tnat. Chamberlain may return to England 
with the treaty in his pocket. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as the United States Senate would have 
promptly rejected the treaty if Canada aid 
noc surrender every one of these material 
points,” we do not see but that the Herald 
would have to be indignant under any cir- 
cuthstances, since these material points“ 
have been urged by Canada in order to au- 
thorize the continuance of the outrageous 
and unwarranted oppression and persecution 
of our fishing vessels, and so to force this 
country to admit Canadian fish duty free, 
with no shadow of compensation for the 
privilege. 

Coming to particulars, the Herald condemns 
the. concession of commercial rights to Amer- 
ican fishing vessels in Canadian ports which 
Canadian vesseis enjoy in American ports, 
and adds: “ The treaty, if accurately under- 
stood, concedes this point to the Americans 
in every particular except one—that is, the 
refusal to allow Americans to purchase bait 
but this privilege is given in another way.“ 
It 1s remarkable that at this late day the 
Herald fails to understand that the con- 
cession of commercial rights was the core of 
the question at issue, and that without this 
concession the treaty would have been 
thrown into the Senatorial waste-basket. 
The matter of bait is of no consequence one 
way or the other. The American fishermen 


are no longer dependent upon Canada for 


bait. The “‘bankers” of Provincetown and 
Gloucester on their last cruise obtained all 
the bait they needed in Maine. The Herald 
further condemns the concession of the head- 
land theory, and is indignant because Cana- 
da can no longer drive American fisner- 
men out into the deep sea by claiming 
jurisdiction over vast gulfs and bays 
bounded by headland and headland, but 
must content herself. with drawing the 
limit three miles from the beach lines, 
except to the extent of a limited proprietor- 
ship of some bays. The Herald is not sat- 
isfied even with the tonnage tax which 
Canada will be allowed to impose in re- 
turn for commercial rights, and says: 
Canada is not even to have the option of 
refusing the licenses and the Americans are 
not to be asked to pay a cent for them. The 
Canadian custom-house is required to stamp 
an American vessel’s papers ‘O. K.,’ and 
there is an end of the matter.“ We are not 
so sure there is an end of the matter. The 
Herald is jumping at conclusions before it has 
seen the treaty. From whathas been stated 
upon this side of tne line it would appear 
that this tonnage tax has been attached 
to the permission to touch and trade 
because we will not let in Canadian fish duty 
free, and the tax will not be removed until 
we put fish on the free list, and, worse than 
this, that the amount of this tax is left at the 
discretion of the Canadians. If this be so, 
there may be some kicking on this side, for 
it would be within the power of the Cana- 
dians to make commercial privileges of 
little value to our fishermen. But this is a 
question which san be more intelligently dis- 
cussed after the treaty is made public. 

In any event, what does the /ierald expect 
to accomplish, even if it should secure the 
rejection of the treaty! Assuming that 
its provisions have been correctly stated, 
they are the least that the Amer- 
ican people will ever consent to ac- 
cept. They care nothing for Canadian mack- 
erel and codfish, or mackerel and codtish 
bait. Their contention rests upon com- 
mercial privilege. With the rejection of this 
the whole treaty would go and the old 
status would be resumed, with the additional 
feature of retaliation in kind and all that it 
implies. There could be no escape from it 
except through commercial union, which, 
however desirable it may be, does not appear 
feasibie at present. Are the Canadians 
ready to accept the penalty of rejection? 


PATRIOTISM IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

A praiseworthy movement recently begun 
in New York City in favor of inculcating 
American patriotic ideas on the children of 
our public schools has been successful be- 
yond the expectations of its promoters. The 


original idea was to confine operations to | 


those schools in which the pupils were mainly 
of foreign parentage. But this was wisely 
abandoned after a short trial. It was found 
that many children of native parents afflicted 
with Anglomania and other foreign crazes 
were as much in need of patriotic lessons as 
the children of foreign-born citizens. The 
movement, therefore, extended to all the 
schools and with gratifying results, as ap- 
pears from the statements of President Sim- 
mons of the New York Board of Education 
and other leaders in this new educational 
departure. 

The plan has been to distribute American 
flags, the gifts of generous citizens, among 
the various class rooms, the teachers ex- 
plaining the meaning and object of the dis- 
tribution at their convenience. National hol- 
idays are to be celebrated by the recitation 
of patriotic poems and essays, the singing of 
patriotic songs, the explanations of the events 
which the holiday is meant to commemorate, 
and the giving of instruction in the duties of 
citizenship. One of the New York school 
inspectors, speaking of the effect of pro- 
grams of this nature pursued in bis district 
for six months, savs: 


At first Ifound an almost complete lack of 
patriotism for America, even among native-born 
children. The subject, apparently, had never 
been brought to their attention. Now that they 
understand it they show the true spirit which 
should possess every citizen of our Republic. I 
frequently make addresses in the schools on in- 
cidents of the Civil War. You should see the 
boys and giris jump to their feet and shout when 
I mention any brave deed. and their faces glow 
when I tell them what our fathers have done for 
their country. 


It would be better that the school inspectors 
should confine their efforts to the encourage- 
ment of the teachers in inculcating the 
lessons of patriotism than that they should 
take on themselves that duty. It is hard to 
conceive of a greater punishment to be in- 
flicted on nervous pupils than the addresses 
of the average school director. The most 
devoted patriotism would hardly be proof 
against it. But the patriotic songs and reci- 
tations, the essays by the pupils and persons 
of literary taste on events of American his- 
tory, the distribution of the patriotic flags, 
and the adornment of the schcol-rooms with 
pictures and busts of Washington, Lincoln, 
Grant, and the heroes and patriots of Amer- 
ican history, are all excellent in themselves 
and cannot fail to be productive of good. 
The less buncombe and spread-cagieism, 
however, the better. 

The new movement is not only commendable 
but necessary. Strong efforts have been and 
are made to foreignize not only our politics 
but our ideas and our customs. The evidence 
is to be found in the superabundance of fash- 
ionable foreign fads in our seaboard cities, 
and the determined efforts being made in 
most of our Westérn cities to introduce and 
maintain foreign studies, so called, in our 
public schools. There is, moreover, an active 
propaganda of anarchy aad its methods in

HIGH LICENSE IN CHICAGO. 

A correspondent at Lincoln, Neb., writes to 
THE TRIBUNE, saying: The Prohibitionists 
“here are stating publicly that there are 
more saloons in Chicago in proportion to 
„tlie population under high license than 
“under lowlicense, They also state publicly 
that Tus Trispuns dare not deny the above. 
„Will you publish in Tus TrisuNe the num- 
** ber of saloons in Chicago under low license 
“and the number now; also the population 
“then and now; also the official source of 
your information?” 

City Collector Onahan, chief of the Chi- 
cago License Bureau, in a letter addressed to 
the Secretary of the New York Citizens’ 
High-License Committee and published in 
New York papers of Saturday, says: 


The substantial fact is that high license has 
arrested the multiplication of saloons in Chicago 
—that whereas in 1882.83, under a license of $62 
per year, we had 3,919 licensed saloons, in 1887-88 
the number is substantially no greater, while the 
population has increased from 500.000 to 900,000, 
and the city has extended its limits on every 
side, so that it is not unreasonable to assume we 
should now have 6.000 or more saloons except 
for the intervention of a high license. 


The City Collector in his annual report to 
the Council the 3d ot last month gave the 
number of licenses issued during the year 
for the various “saloon periods” as follows: 


Period ending May 1,. 1887, 3,687; first period, 
Bea. h tas = 1 — 4 3.973; second period. ending 
Dec ssh * 103 ; third’ period, ending May 1. 


"Under the city ordinance the $500 fee is 
divided into three parts for payment at the 
commencement of each period. The average 
number of saloons falls below the 3,919 of the 
low-license year 1882-83. Had the license fee 
been made payable yearly in advance, as was 
contemplated by the promoters of the law, 
Mr. Onahan says he is “ persuaded that the 
number of saloons would now be down below 
8,000.” 

High license has completely wiped out the 
bars in the family grocery stores, which 
were, as has been well said. the pest of the 
home and the curse of the family.“ There 
is notone of them in existence in the city 
now. 

Our correspondent need not go outside his 
own State to show the good effects of high 
liceme. The City of Indianapolis, with a 
$100 license fee, has 400 saloons, while the 
City of Omaha, with a population equal to 
that of Indianapolis, has but 250 saloons un- 
der the $1,000 license law of Nebraska. 


BURROWS OF MICHIGAN. 
Mr. Burrows of Michigan from the Fourth 


or Kalamazoo District is a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and is re- 
ported to be rabidly hostile to giving the 
people any relief from war duties. The pre- 
dominating interest of his district 1s agricult- 
ure. Two-thirds of his constituents gain 
their living by farming and selling their 
surplus food products in England at free- 
trade prices, less the heavy cost of transpor- 
tation to Liverpool. They are, therefore, 
free-traders by occupation—every man of 
them. But they are obliged to pay high- 


protection prices for all they purchase in ex- 


change for their free-trade commodities. 
Mr. Burrows thinks it would be not only 
committing @sin against the coddled classes 
but injurious to the farmers themselves if 
they purchased their store goods and agricult- 
ural implements at less than high-tariff prices. 
He considers it the chief end in life of 
Grangers to pour wealth into the coffers of 
protected industries and take the money 
from the cheap free-trade prices they re- 
ceive for their crops. Mr. Burrows in 1882 
in a powerful Republican district ran for 
election on this issue of high protection 
to manufacturers at the expense of 
the farmers, and his seat was con- 
tested by Mr. Yaple, who was stigma- 
tized as a “ free-trader,”’ and Yaple, who 
stumped the district on this distinct issue, 
beat him by 255 majority. In 1884, a Presi- 
dential year, Yaple ran again in this strong 
Republican district and came within an inch 
of being elected, Burrows, the ultra-protec- 
tionist, beating him only 352 votes, instead of 
3,500 as he ought to and would have done if the 
system of cut-throat war duties had been as 
popular among the farmers of the district as 
it was with Mr. Burrows. In his crazy devo- 
tion to the interests of tariff-protected trusts 
and monopolies he may find that the shorn 
farmers of the Fourth District may conclude 
to choose another shepherd next fall. The 
result in the Upper Peninsular district should 
admonish him that the time has come for a 
revision of war duties. 


Onze man who had the cold shivers when 
he read Mr. Blaine's letter was Senator Will 
1am P. Frye of Maine. Mr. Frye knows 
what that letter means, and so does the 
editor of the New York Sun, judging from 
the following significant editorial in that 


paper: 

Why, Mr. Blaine is only 58 years and a few 

* old this 1 

do not affirm that any new office, such as 
that of Senator-at-la or Senator-for-life, 
should be created for Blaine’s benefit. He 
ought to be sent back to the Senate in the regular 
way. The people of Maine should make it their 
duty to attend to this. As for the present Sen- 
ators from Maine, Mr. Hale and Mr. Frye, they 
both owe so much to their greater feliow-citizen 
and party chieftain that we rather expect to find 
them in a sharp quarrel for the honor of resigning 
to make room for him. Mr. Frye’s term ends 
first, but that fact should not be allowed to count 
to Mr. Hale’s disadvantage in the generous and 
loyal rivalry. 

Mr. Blaine, we say, is barely 58. He ought to 
serve at least three full terms in the Senate be- 
fore he begins to feel old enough to retire frum 
public life. 


Mr. Blaine owes Frye nothing. On the 
contrary, the latter has been ugly and ill- 
tempered, jealous in his small way of the 
great popularity of Mr. Blaine and not loyal 
in his support. We advise William to hustle 
out over the State of Maine as quick as he 
can and put his fences -in the best possible 
state of repair, for they will have to with- 
stand a severe strain in a short time. 


Sincere in Every Word—J. H. Manley’s Views. 

AUGUSTA, Me., Feb.17.—[Ecitor New York Trib- 
une. -The interview published in the New York 
Worid of Feb. 16 does me great injustice. What 
I stated was that the letter of Mr. Blaine meant 
just what it said and was sincere in every word; 
that it was, so far as Mr. Blaine was concerned, 
a perfect and absolute declination and a with- 
drawal of his name from the Chicago conven- 
tion.

The second of the historical and analytical 
piano lectures at Kimball Hall was given last 
evening by Messrs. Emil Liebling and W. S. B. 
Mathews. The latter began his remarks with a 
brief résumé of the previous lecture, which had 
dealt with the development of technic as well as 
piano music itself in the works of Bach, Handel, 
Scarlatti, Mozart, and Beethoven, .after which 
he proceeded: 

Down to the time of Beethoven the develop- 
ment of the art of music was comparatively leis- 
urely, and it is not difficult to trace the successive 
steps, and to see wherein successive Compose-s 
have followed out the clews and suggestions of 
their predecessors. Already in the time of Bee- 
thoven, however, the activity in this form of art 
had grown too extensive and varied to be con- 
fined to any one composer in a single generation. 
Henceforwards the historical relations of 
the movement are more difficult to fol- 
low, because they are so often con- 
temporary, different composers working out 
special provinces of art. In Beethoven's 
time there were two great masters whose influ- 
ence upon the development of the art has been 
very great, They were Schubert and Carl Maria 
von Weber. Schubert, although writing elegant- 
ly for the pianoforte, was little operative in in- 
creasing its powers of expression. He devoted 
himself to the development of the song, which, 
from the variety and the number of his works in 


this line, as well as from their intrinsic merit, he 


may be said to have created. Weber devoted 
himself with equal ardor to the prov- 
ince of dramatic music—the opera—in the 
history of which his name marks an 
important epoch, What he did more 
especially was to introduce the people's 
song into opera; this he did in greater simplicity 
than had been done before. Besides, he en- 
larged the resourees of the opera by making the 
descriptive parts of the music more effective. As 
he was also a piano virtuoso, bringing to this form 
of composition the same readiness and the same 
faculty of pleasing that had served him so well 
in opera, he marked an epoch in this province 
also, his famous concertstuecke being the war- 
horse of ambitious pianists from his own time 
until nearly the present. The novelties of tech- 
nic in this work, he stated, were the delivery of 
a cantabile melody with staccato accompani- 
ment, as we see in the introduction, certain 
forms of passage work, und especially a greater 
freedom of spirit. (At this point the illustration 
was played, Weber's Concertstuecke.) 
Mendelssohn was credited with two important 
special provinces in music. The first was the 
Song without Words, the title of which already 
distinguishes it from the nocturnes of Field, their 
nearest predecessor, by showing that their song- 
like character was intentional, and that they 
were to be interpreted and treated freely, just as 
songs are always treated. These pieces differ 
from Field's, moreover, he said, in their greater 
variety of subject-matter, for it is a too common 
mistake to speak of them as if the first song 
were the type of the whole. Some of them are ele- 


giac in character, others are as lively as possible, 


yet others jubilant. It 1s still a further proof of 
their validity that they survive so fresh after so 
many years and so wide changes in the art of 
music in general. The other type which Men- 
delssohn may be said to have created, or at 
least in which he surpassed all others, was the 
Scherzo, a peculiarly light and fairy-like move- 
ment, imdicating a finer adjustment of the piano- 
forte, as well as of that of the composer, and a 
more delicate touch, a light wrist, etc. The 
combination of these two specialties in a single 
work gave the world that lasting masterpiece, 
the Rondo Capriccioso.””’ (Here were played 
the illustrations from Mendelssohn), 

Of Schumann, the speaker said, the technical 
merits are still far from fully realized by pianists 
in general. It is true that the most important 
influence of Schumann was upon the course of 
music itself, but he was primurily a pianist, at 
least in so far as intention went, and he distinct- 
ly set himself to accomplish upon this instrument 
certain effects. The technical speciaity of Schu- 
mann was the combination of the staccato touch 
with the pedal legato. This is the same element 
which is seen carried out so fully in Liszt. But 
Schumann did it soonest and produced by means 
of it poetical and deeply beautiful effects, An- 
other peculiarity of Schumann's technic is the 
„differential touch, in which respect his works 
far surpass all their predecessors—so much so that 
for nearly a generation after they were written 
there were few pianists who could obtain the 
proper effect of them, and searcely a larger num- 
ber of listeners capable of appreciating the 
beauty of the effects so produced. Schumann's 
technic has also yet another element worthy of 
note, since it indicates an inner state; it has 
more abandon than that of his predecessors. 
The fingers are supposed to be more 
ready to do things with heat. In 
this also he is the forerunner of Liszt. 
Chopin’s works, as well as Schumann's, illus- 
trate the dependence of a composer upon his 
instrument, All their novelties were evidently 
the result of suggestions derived from the in- 
strument itself. It was with his fingers upon the 


key board that Chopin invented the new effects 


making up the staple of the great book of 
studies, opus 10. This epoch-marking work was 
composed by à boy of 20 or thereabouts, the 
pupil of a pedantic provincial teacher, and a de- 
votee of Bach, whose fugues he used to play by 


{the hour. The lecturer then commented upon 


the presence of the peoples song element in 
these works of Chopin, especially in those upon 
the program, and upon the highly refined and 
delicate manner of its idealization. 

Mr. Liebling gave a brilliant performance of 


the Weber Concertstiick, accompanied by Mr. 


Harrison M. Wild, who played the orchestral 
parts upon a second piano. With the exception 


of a lack of repose and consequent hastening of 


the tempo unduly in one or two places, the rendi- 


tion was very satisfactory and gave an excellent 
idea of the peculiarities of Weber's genius. 


Mendelssohn was represented by ascherzo and

Lonpon, Feb. 20.—The brevity of the offi- 


ciai bulletins which are issued by the phy- 
sicians in attendance on the German Crown 
Prince at San Remo, and, the somewhat 
alarming reports which are constantly re- 
ceived from other sources, and sources really 
more trustworty for the actual facts of the 
situation, are inducing a feeling of the most 
profound uneasiness in Berlin, which be- 
trays a more settled apprehension of 
the worst than has yet been apparent, 
even amid the gloom which has pre- 
vailed for a long time. Some of the 
first authorities on throat diseases agree that 
the results of Prof. Virchow’s examination 
might be adduced in support of either theory 
of the nature of the Prince’s malady with 
equal logic and probability; but others are 
not inclined to consider Virchow’s judgment 
always infallible and rather question his in- 
terpretation of the signs which his investiga- 
tion revealed. The general public had ex- 
pected that the report would be more favor- 
able, and the disheartening information 
which now leaks out everywhere, even from 
remarks by the physicians, except in the 
formal bulletin, has had a depressing 
effect. Yesterday a great crowd of Berlinese 
assembled to greet the aged Emperor on nis 
appearance at his accustomed wittdOW as a 
token of their 8 with his grief and 
their solicitude for the Crown Prince. Last 
evening the rumor was revived that the old 
Emperor had announced his intention of:hur- 
rying to San Remo, so as to be with his son 
in his last moments. Dispatches from Rome 
announce that if Emperor William go to San 
Remo he will be joined there by King Hum- 
bert of Itaiy and his son, the Prince of Naples. 

Loxpox, Feb. 20.—The midnight bulletin 
from San Remo said the Crown [frince 
passed the best day he has had since the 
operation. The cough and expectoration 
have abated. The patient is in good spirits. 
The Prince of Wales was met by the Duke ot 
Hesse, Prince Henry, and Princess Irene. 
He immediately visited the Crown Prince, 
dined with him, and will remain until 
Wednesday. The meeting between the 
Prince and his sister, the Duchess of Baden, 
was extremely affecting. The Prince, being 
unable to speak, reso to pathetic signs. 
The Duchess broke down in a flood of tears. 
The weather is cold and unhealthy. It is 
expected there will be a decisive turn for 
good or ill in the Prince’s condition within 
ten days.

STAGNATION IN ENGLAND. 


An Appeul for the Relief of the Agricult- 
ural Industry. 

LONDON, Feb. 20.—Robert Cunningham and 
E. Graham, the members imprisoned for 
taking part in the Trafalgar Square disturb- 
ances some months ago and released Satur- 
day, were given a great reception by the 
Parnellites when they made their appear- 
ance in the House today. Chaplin, Minister 
of Agriculture, resumed the debate 
on the address in reply to the Queen’s speech. 
He commented on the prolonged depression 
of agriculture, and said the subject was of 
greater importance than the Irish question, 
— perhaps the greatest problem of the 
time. It was a question which the Goy- 
ernment must inevitably deal with at 
no distantday. Theloss by deficient agri- 
cultural values was estimated for the year 
1885 at £42,800,000. It could not now be less 
than $50,000,000, an amount equal to a 
reduction of one-fourth the export 
trade of the country. Many thou- 
sands of acres of land had gone out of 
cultivation, and there had been a concurrent 
decrease in cattle and sheep. Another effect 
of the depression was the increase of the 
masses oi unemployed. Reliable estimates 
showed that 700,000 are idle owing to 
the paralysis of agriculture, while 
those employed were forced to work 
at greatly reduced wages. What 
could the Government do to assist to better 
this state of affairs? He presumed it was not 
by a return to protection. [Cries of Hear! 
hear!“ It was rot for him to indicate the 
remedies. His object was to ascertain from 
the Government what the farmers had a 
right to expect from it. 

rd John Manners admitted the terrible 
condition of agriculture, and said the Gov- 
ernment had no specific against its depres- 
sion. He hoped an improvement in general 
trade, symptoms of which are now appar- 
ent, would lead to an improvement in 
the condition of the farming interests. 
Too little attention had hitherto been given 
officially to agriculture.

O’BRIEN’S PRISON LIFE. 


Why He Did Not Suffer as Much-as Bal- 
four Intended, 

‘ [New York Mail and Express Cable.| 

Lonpon, Feb. 20.—Some of the details 
which have come to light concerning the re- 
cent imprisonment of William O’Brien are 
of the most interesting character. They 
show that almost as much sympathy was felt 
for him in the prison as out of it, and indi- 
cate such a widespread popular adherence to 
the cause of home rule for Ireland and to 
Mr: Gladstone and the Parnellites as cannot 
fail to bring about a great victory for the 
Liberals when the subterfuges of the 
Tories at last fail to support them in 
Parliament. The Crown authorities em- 
ployed special police to watch the warders of 
the prison, and drewacordon around the 
place to completely isolate the vrisoner from 
all who „ with him. But Mr. 
O’Brien had friends even among the police, 
both the watchers and the watched, and so 
far as possible the rigors of his imprisonment 
were lightened. This accounts for his not 
having suffered as much as Balfour expected 
him to. After his release Mr. O’Brien was 
supposed to have gone abroad to recuperate, 
but he never left England. His speech in 
the House of Commons Thursday actually 
drew tears from the eyes of Mr. Bradlaugh. 


Russia Proposes that Ferdinand’s Rule in 
Bulgaria Be Declared Illegal. 
Bxnlix, Feb. 20.—Count Schouvaloff, the 
Russian Ambassador, in an interview with 
Count Herbert Bismarck suggested that 
the Powers unite in advising the Porte, 
as suzerain of Bulgaria, to declare 
Prince Ferdinand’s exercise of power illegal. 
It is reported Bismarck advised Count Kal- 
noky to assent to the suggestion if Russia 
pledges that the declaration shall be accom- 
panied by no coercive measures. Count Kal- 
noky left Vienna for Pesth tonight to consult 
the Emperor. Nothing practical is expected 

from the negotiations.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


Denial that England Will Move Against 
Venezuela. 

Loxpox, Feb. 20.—in the Commons this 
evening Sir James Fergusson, Parliamentary 
Secretary for tne Foreign Office, declared 
there was no truth whatever in the re- 
port of any military or naval action 
being taken or contemplated against Vene- 
zuela. Negotiations haye been carried on 
respecting doubtful territory between Brit- 
ish Guiana and Venezuela. The latter pro- 
posed the matter be submitted to arbitration. 
The British Government was not averse to 
the principle of arbitration, but was unable 
to accept the basis Venezuela proposed. 
Negotiations were temporarily stopped in 
consequence of the suspension of diplomatic 
relations by the late President Blanco. 

Reterring to the New Hebrides, he said 


the French troops would evacuate the islands 


within four months from Nov. 16 last, the 
date the agreement was signed.

To 
Scotland he has left a name touched with 
the tragie gloom which in England envelops 
that of Eugene Aram. That the fantastic imag- 
ination of Mr. Robert Louis Stevenson should 
have been appealed to by the traditions of Dea- 
con Brodie is not to be wondered at; nor is it 
surprising that he brought to the treatment of 
the melodrama much of the rich word- 
painting for which he is distinguished, 
and that weird and haunting strain of 
moral speculation that gives so unique 
a psychological quality to his books. His co- 
author of the play was a brother of Mr. Edward 
J. Henley, the young actor who in the present 
production at the Grand Opera-House 80 
graphicaliy illustrates the title-röle. It is hardly 
necessary to reiterate the opinion expressed 
when “Deacon Brodie” was first seen at Me- 
Vicker’s earlier in the season, that it 
is in all respects superior to that 
monstrosity called a play which under the 
name ot Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” has been 
imposed upon playgoers as an adaptation to the 
stage of Mr. Stevenson's novel. “Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde,“ considered as a drama, was the 


original story with supernaturalism eliminated 


and sensationalism substituted, a shock taking 
the place of the moral. In a word, the play was 
Mr. Richard Manstield, not Mr. Robert Louis 
Stevenson. But those who see Deacon 
Brodie "’ will find a story throbbing with human- 
ity and innocent of exuggeration—a story that 
delights one with its pictures of old Scottish 
life and manners, engages one’s warm- 
est sympathies from beginning to end. 
and leaves to the heart a gentle and unobtrusive 
lesson. The acting, though not of such uniform 
merit as when the play was last seen in Chicago 
(for the loss is felt of Miss Annie Robe and Mr. 
Graham Stewart), is still full of color and vital- 
ity, and in the case of more than one character 
is of a high order of excellence. Mr. Edward J. 
Henley's Deacon Brodie is a strikingly romantic 
impersonation. vital with passion, and 2 
shaded by a poetical temperament. Mr. Ed - 
mund Lyons does two parts—one that of a 
fussy old Scotch gentleman, the other of a 
besotted thicf—and so perfectly does he 
differentiate them in every particular that no 
one would discover the identity of the actor 
without the help of the play-bill. Two other 
sketches of character are graphic and power- 
fully individualized—the prize-fighting burglar of 
Mr. Edmund Grace and the Bow Street Runner 
of Mr. Henry Vernon. Miss Carrie Coote makes 
& sweet and winning Scotch lassie, true in ac- 
cent, feature. and manner. The Walter Leslie of 


Mr. Charles W. Sutton and the Mary Brodie of 


Miss Mittens Willett are capable of improve- 
ment; but itshould be added that the actors are 
comparatively new to the parts. On the whole, 
itis an admirable company, such as would be 
appreciated in Chicago at present if it could es- 
tablish itself here as a stock organization.

Two Young Men Shoot Each Other in a 
Burst of Maudlin Foolishness.

DULLNESS IN THE SECURITY TRADE. 


Due to Excessive Issues of Securities and 
to Real-Estate Speculation. 
„Business is dull with us,“ said a Chi- 
cago stock-broker yesterday, and we 
don’t know just what is the matter. But 


there is a weeding-out process going on, and 
the number of houses may soon be reduced 
so that those of us who are left will have 
something to do.“ The general causes of the 
dullness are, however, pretty well under- 
stood—the excessive issues of securities, 
which make the public afraid of even the 
good ones, the deceptions that have been 
practiced by corporations on the people, and 
the diversion of speculation to other chan- 
nels, such as the real-estate market. It is 
not merely in Chicago that stock speculation 
is dull. It is so everywhere, and this 
city is 8 1 getting its share of the 
dullness. The sales of stocks on the 
New York Stock Exchange were smaller in 
January, 1888, in any preceding month 
since the opening of 1884. The condition of 
the money market for several months past 
and the uncertainties of Government finan- 
ciering are*among the causes, and if some 
measures are taken to prevent the Treasury 
surplus from accumulating hereafter it is 
thought that there will be a revival. Certain 
of the financial wiseacres believe that spec- 
ulation has been permanently diverted from 
Wall street, and from stocks to a great vari- 
ety of other articles, but the history of other 
countries does not bear out this theory. 
Stocks are by far the most convenient ob- 
jects on which to gratify the passion for spec- 
ulation. The measure soon to be submitted 
to the governors of the New York Stock Ex- 
change providing for a department for 
the examination of railroad accounts 
is backed by many of the leading 
brokerage concerns as the best means for re- 
covering the lost business. People opposed 
to the scheme say, however, that railroad 
officials will laugh at any stock-exchange ex- 

rt who asks for information as to the con- 

ition of their companies. Tne exchange 
may hold up before them the threat of strik- 
ing their securities from its list, but it is 
claimed that the exchan would hesitate 
a long time before it would carry out such a 
threat. The Consolidated Stock & Petro- 
leum Exchange 1s a rival of growing impor- 
tance, and nothing would be done that would 
play into its hands. 

As w Chicago securities in the Chicago 
market, the same influences affect them that 
are complained of with respect to the New 
x ork exchange—there are too many of them. 
Of those that have stood the test of time 
a large proportion are altogether out 
the market, and there is always 
much timidity as to new securities, 
no matter how good a case may be made out 
in their favor. The gas bonds have come to 
a considerable degree of popularity recently 
and are largely heid by some wealthy and 
conservative men, but so much has been said 
against the companies that people who do 
not discriminate carefully between various 
classes of securities are timid about buying 
them. If they should go — par, as their 
friends claim they will do before long, there 
will be more small buyers for them than 
there are now. Iney promise to be more 
traded in for the next few months than any 
other local stocks or bonds. As for the Gas 
Trust certificates, they are, of course, a gam- 
ble. An easy money market has stimulated 
the business in securities in this city some- 
what, and itis probaple that local brokers 
will fare better in the next six months than 
they have in the last six. 


GEN. TERRY’S HEALTH MUCH IMPROVED. 


Buying a House at New Haven—Transfers 
of Army Officers. 

Lieut. Luther R. Hare, Seventh Cavalry, 
Aide-de-Camp to Maj.-Gen. A. H. Ttrry, is in 
the city.

BOARD OF TRADE INDIGNATION. 


Grain Rates Cut to the Disadvantage of 
Tais City—Meeting Today. 

There was a widespread and emphatic pro- 
test on Change yesterday over the news 
that a heavy cut in rates on Nebraska and 
Iowa oats and corn was playing havoc with 
the Chicago business. As nearly as can be 
learned the Northwestern and Rock Island, 
in conjunction with the Baltimore & Ohio, 
Fort Wayne, and Pan-Handle, put into ef- 
fect yesterday a cut of 15 cents from Ne- 
braska points, such as Lincoln and Fremont, 
to the seaboard. Of this cut it is under- 
stood that the Eastern roads accept 
seven and one-half cents less than the 
tariff and the two Western roads from 
two and one-half to seven and one-half cen 
according to the shipping point. The st 
comes through Chicago and is transferred on 
the track. The Chicago tariff remains the 
same and in consequence there is a vigor- 
ous complaint on the board. How ens the 
cut will last nobody seems to know,. Under 
the Inter-State no law restoratio#*in rates 
can take place without ten days’ notice. 
Whether the notice has been given or not 
cannot be ascertained. The weight of au- 
thority goes to show that it has not. In any 
event Chicago will be at a serious disadvan- 
A meeting of the 
Board of Trade will be held this morning at 
9 o’clock to see what can be done in the way 
of securing a corresponding cut in the Chi- 


cago rates.

An Aged Groom Puts a Gang of Serenaders

CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., Feb. 20.—A few nights 
ago Levi D. Stevens, aged 75, a well-known 
citizen of Washington Township, this county, 
was married toMrs.

The Wabash to Be Improved. 

Gen. McNulta, receiver of the Wabash, filed 
a petition before Judge Gresham representing 
that the road would need this year 6,000 tons of 
steel rails, which would cost about $125,000. He 
was allowed to make the purchase. He also re- 
ceived permission to spend $115,000 in repairing. 
renewing, and strengthening bridges, as follows: 
Hannibal bridge, across the Mississippi River, 
four spans to be renewed at a cost of 850,000. of 
which the Wabash pays 825.000; Shoal Creek 
bridge, near Raymepd, III., 815.000; repairing 
Sangamon River bridge, near Decatur, $20,000; 
repairing Flint Creek bridge, near West Point, 
Ind., $15,000; Bridge Creek bridge, near 
Deiphi, Ind., $7,500; Dale’s Creek bridge, near 
Napoleon, O., $7,500; West Turkey-Foot bridge, 
near 288 O., $5,000. He also asked to erect 
stations at Blue Ridge, near Mansfield; Garber, 
near Gibson; Cairns, near Gibson; Rice’s, about 
four miles east of Jacksonville; at Chatton, 
about four miles west of Golden; four miles west 
of Edwardsville Junction; and at Independence, 
about five miles east of Attica. The proposed 
stations will cost $7,000, and they will be built. 


Remanded te the State Court. 

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 20.—The United States 
Court has remanded the case of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton Railroad Company against 
Ives and others to the State Court. Judge Jack- 
son decided that the plaintiff was entitled to unite 
all of the defendants in one suit to compel the 
cancellations of tne alleged illegal certificates, 
and hence there was no ** separable controversy "’ 
as to any of the parties. Hence, as some uf the 
defendants were citizens of Ohio, the cause was 
remanded to the State Court. The decision as to 
joinder of parties was made upon the authority 
of the New York & New Haven Railroad Com- 
pany versus Schuyler, reported in the Seven- 
teenth New York, and similar cases.

He Talks of His Reputation as a Funny 
Man—Some Queer Instances. 

„I was Chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole during the Forty-eighth Congress,“ 
Mr. Cox lately said, when we had two 
‘characters’ in the House, one on each side 
of the chamber. One was White of Ken- 
tucky, a man of fair ability, but an undoubt- 
ed crank, and the other was the remarkably 
loquacious and vivacious lowa man who was 
known as ‘Calamity Weller.’ One day these 
two men had taken up the time of the House 


in a vigorous and irrelevant debate on op- 
posit sides of acertain motion. The House 
was laughing at them, and the question was 
ordered to be taken by the tellers. I called the 
gentleman from Kentucky, Mr. White, and 
the gentleman from lowa, Mr. Weller, to act as 
tellers, and as the two approached each other 
in front of the Speaker it was like the meet- 
ing of two intellectual Dromios. The House 
grasped the situation, and the roar of laugh- 
ter sounded like the howling of Barnum’s 
menagerie. Speaker Carlisle heard the noise 
in his private room, and he rushed into the 
House with his eyes protruding, and was 
about to assume the gavel to restore order. 
A moment later, however, he learned the 
facts, and saw that the procedure was regu- 
lar, and that the so-called fun was rather ac- 
cidental than intentuonal. It was the only 
thing that vould have been done under the 
circumstances, as the two were the cham- 
pions of the opposit sides of the question at 
issue. In this case 1 got the credit for being 
humorous, where, indeed, I could not have 
acted otherwise. 

At another time, while I was in the 
chair.“ continued Mr. Cox, Gen. Steele of 
Indiana had the floor for an hour on a favor- 
it measure. He was parceling out his time, 
as is the custom, giving certain members a 
few minutes, and endeavoring to preserve 
the last few minutes for himself. He had, 
however, given out ail but a quarter of a 
minute, and he asked that this might be left 
for him.

„As to the funny — which have hap- 
pened during the time 1 have been in tue 
chair this session they were not intentional. 
At one tame, when the House was being 
counted, I made the routine inquiry: ‘ As 
many as are in favor of che proposition will 
rise and stand until they are counted.’

I then announced: ‘ Affirmative, 
none,’ and followed with the formula re-
